Transit of Mercury 


From II o'clock Saturday moinlng 


until a little after I in the afternoon the 
planet Morcurv, the smallest member of 
the solar system, was in process of tran- 
sit acroaa the diik of the sun. Owing to 
the cloudy weather in the New England 
States the transit was not observed with 
any degree of success, although astrono- 
mers were on the watch for It. Tbe 
cloudiness was quite a disappointment 
to them and laj men who made prepara- 
tions to see it 


A transit of Mercury, although by uo 


means fo rare aa a transit of Venus, is, 
nevertheless, sutHclen'ly uncommon to
